4504(a) (2001 ed.)) 

THIRD COUNT: 

On or about August 27, 201 1, within the District of Columbia, Stephanie Lawson did 
corruptly and by threat of force obstruct, impede or endeavor to obstruct and impede the due 
administration of justice in an official proceeding. (Obstructing Justice (Due Administration of 
Justice), in violation of 22 D.C. Code, Section 722 (a)(6) (2001 ed.))
